lending which this loan launches 
is in my opinion the beginning of 
the end of a great and good ex- 
periment in real democracy", he 
declared.

Remote Little Coral Atoll Fast 


Becoming Scientific Laboratory 


Bikini, May 6, —(AP)—This 


once sleepy and remote little coral 
atoll rapidly is being transformed 
into a huge scientific laboratory. 


If the homesick natives who mi- 


grated to the island of Rongerik 
two months ago could return to 
Bikini they would be appalled to 
see what the Americans have done 
to the place they remember as 
home. 


They would understand why they 


can never come back here to live, 
even if the blast of an atomic 
bomb fails to make ash heaps of 
every tree and bush growing on 
the island. 


Seabee bulldozers have ripped 


and torn their way over the island, 
clearing roadways through the co- 
conut trees. Trees h«v<» l»en up- 
rooted to clear Mtei tor JnatelUu 


tions. Thatched huts have either 
been torn down or are being used 
to store supplies. 


Bikini looks like an atoll in war- 


time two days after 
American 


forces made an assault landing; 
assault techniques are being used 
to get the stuff ashore. 


"It is just like an amphibious 


landing, except that no one id 
shooting", said Comander Ken- 
neth C- Lovell, of Mountainburg, 
Ark. And that is a good descrip- 
tion of the operation.

He served continuously in the 


house from 1913 to 1935. repre- 
senting a north side Chicago dis- 
trict (the ninth Illinois) and was 
chairman of the house naval af- 
fairs committee from 192$ to 1931. 
He lost the chairmanship when a 
Democratic majority took control 
of the house, but he nsver ceased 
advocating a strong navy. 


In 1938. when he was quietly 


conducting nn importing and ex- 
porting business in Chicago and 
Washington, he told an interview- 
er that he saw little to approve 
in the New Deal policies of Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosi-evlt. but 
he did like the naval construction 
program. 


"But 
v.e should have done it 25 


years ago." he added. "Labor and 


materials cost less then. Besides if 
we had done it then, we would not 
be «o far behind now". 


Britten ginned attention early 


in his career by his support of 
"hig navy" plans. He was in the 
forefront of the fight which pre- 
ceded congressional approval of 
the huge 1916 naval building pro- 
gram and ho never ceased to re- 
sent what he called the scrapping 
ofliis program under the terms of 
the Washington naval limitations 
tiieaty of 1922. He was suspicious 
of treaties anyway, and held thai 
European diplomacy was "founded 
on deceit". 


Advocated Legalizing Beer 


When he became chairman of 


the naval affairs committee he 
helped a movement which resulted 
in an act of February 13. 1929. 
providing for the construction ot 
15 cruisers. 


Britten worked consistently for 


the repeal of the eighteenth amend 
nient and offered as a compromise 
a bill to legalize beer \vith an alco- 
holic content of 2.5 per cent. 


He voted against the World war 


resolution after he had unsucces- 
fully tried to amend it so that no 
American soldiers, except volun- 
teers would be allowed to f is lit 
in Europe. Asia or Africa without 
the consent of congress. 


A former amateur lightweight 


boxing champion, florid of count- 
enance and aggressive, Britten was 
a formidable opponent in debate. 
He could "think on his feet" and 
his verbal barbs frequently irked 
Republican colleagues as well as 
Democrats. 


Outside the legislative chamber 


Washington knew him as A cer.ia! 
man-about-town and .< jovial host 
His parties weie famous and at- 
tracted many notable1' 


Because of his gift for debate 


Britten was used often by Repub- 
lican minorities to heckle the op- 
position. On Apul 21, 1934. he 
charged that "junior brain trust- 
ers" were meeting: nightly in "the 
little red Ivu'e in Georgetown" 
to frame "the communistic legis- 
lation we all talk about in the 
cloak room".
